MR, JUSTICE ROSS’S COMMENT.

Sir Horace Plunkett, who presided, said that 
from his very heart he thanked those who had 
attended in support of the Irish movement ta 
deal with the hardship which, unhappily, had 
been aggravated by the war. It was common 
knowledge that the profession of nursing was 
one which tended to the shortening of life im 
proportion to their devotion to duty. For some 
reason or other, no provision—no adequate pro- 
vision—had ever been made for those who 
devoted their lives to that profession to enable 
them to secure decent comfort on their pre- 
mature retirement into private life. The war 
had made the hard case of the nurses still 
harder, simply because it had enormously mul 
tiplied the number of nurses, and because it 
had not provided—on the contrary, it was 
harder to obtain—a pension fund which al! 
now recognised should have been attended to 
much earlier. (Hear, hear.) Sir Arthur
